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INTRODUCTORY   COMMENTS 

Coal  production  has   been  declining  during  the   last  eight  years   through- 
out the  United  States,    but  Colorado  has   been  fortunate  in  showing  an 
increase    during  the  last  two  years  comparable  to  the  tonnage  of  1952, 
showing  an  increase   of  330,  886  tons  over   1959, 

An  increase  of  almost  17,  000  tons  of  coal  were  furnished  from  two 
mines   by  conveyors  direct  to  power  plants,    and  the  tonnage  more 
than  doubled  from  the  strip  mine  in  Montrose  County  that  supplies 
coal  by  truck  to  the  power  plant  near  Nucla, 

The  four   Deputy  Inspectors  are  to  be  commended  for  the  splendid 
work  done  throughout  the  year,      In  addition  to  more  than  the  minimum 
of  four   (4)  inspections  per  mine  each  year,    over  200  check  inspections 
were  made  for  compliance  with  recommendations  made  for  increased 
safety  or  violations    of  the  State  Coal   Mining  Laws*      The  Inspectors 
investigated  over   100  complaints  made  against  mine  management  and 
officials  from  written  and  verbal   statements.      It  is  recommended  that 
future   complaints  be  based  on  proven  facts  of  violations,    to  prevent 
unnecessary  time  and  expense  to  the  department,  but  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  correct  well-founded  accusations  of  unsafe  practices, 

No  new  mine  fires  occurred  during  1960,    but  a  constant  check  was  made 
where  old  fires  exist,    some  of  which  became  reactivated.      Seals  were 
repaired  or  added  where  necessary  to  insure  control.      Three  tipples 
were  destroyed  by  fires:     Joe's   Mine  in  Routt  County,    Maitland  #2   in 
Huerfano   County  and  Vento  Mine  in  Fremont  County.      The  office  of 
the  Red  Wing  Mine  in  Moffat  County  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire, 

The  following  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for   Coal  Mine  Offi- 
cials were  sworn  into  office  in  I960: 

Fred  W.    Whiteside,    Denver,    Engineer,    appointed  by   Governor 
Steve  McNichols;  Walter  E.    Gert,    Miner,    Meeker,    appointed  by 
Judge  C,    H,    Darrow  of  the  9th  Judicial  District;   Frank  Kolar, 
Jr.,    Official,    Longmont,    appointed  by  Judge  William  E.    Buck 
of  the  8th  Judicial  District;  and  Mathew  J.    Mlakar,    Miner, 
Somerset,    appointed  by  Judge   George  Kempf  of  District  #7, 

Examinations  for  officials  were  held  on  December  3,    1960  with  29 
candidates  in  Trinidad  and  35  in  Denver.      A  list  of  successful  can- 
didates appears  on  page  28  of  this  report.      There    is    a    definite 


need  for  more  educational  classes  in  all  phases  of  coal  mining  prac- 
tices,   with  emphasis  on  mine  gases  and  ventilation. 

The  State  Legislature  created  a  Department  of  Natural  Resources  in 
1957.      In  1959,    Governor   Steve   McNichols  appointed  Dr.    Edward   L. 
Clark  as  Director  over  17  agencies  including  this  department.      The 
Director  of  Natural  Resources,    qualified  in  mining  experience,    is  also 
the   Commissioner  of  Mines. 

The  increasing  number  of  requests  for  information  of  coal  reserves  in 
this   State,    historical  records  and  maps  of  mines  and  coal  fields, 
stresses  the  importance  of  research  work  in  readily  accessible  form, 
for  future  developments  of  industries  dependent  on  coal.
